Historical extracts from records of the early meetings held in Boston Com- 
mandery, 150 years ago. 


March 12, 1802. Boston Commandery Organized and Instituted by Sir Henry Fowle 
and Nine other Knight Templars. 


March 28, 1802. “‘Cornmittee was appointed to procure a hall.” They reported: 
“They had procured a hall near the market and had agreed to pay $16.00 per annum 
providing it met with the approbation of the members.” (Report unanimously 
accepted.) 


April 2, 1802. Voted “That every candidate who received the degree of Knighthood, 
shall pay ten dollars therefor.” The meetings were closed as follows: “In due form 
until the Wednesday next after the full of the moon.” 


May 14, 1802. Voted “That the price of a sword, belt and apron be five dollars.” 


December 28, 1803. Voted ‘That the encampment will be held in Masons Hall 
at the Green Dragon Tavern in the future.” 


March 28, 1804. ‘‘The petition of Companion Robert Lash, Jr., to receive the 
Orders of Knighthood was read and accepted.” Robert Lash became the second 
Commander of Boston Commandery in 1824. 


There were three classifications for Members.—City, Country and Seafaring. 
Seafaring members were exempt from punctual attendance. A country member was 
one who resided more than two miles from center of Boston, and was also exempt 
from punctual attendance. Voted.—'‘Every visitor shall pay for each and every 
visit after the first, the sum of fifty cents.” : 


Congratulations to Sir Knight Lawson W. Oaks, newly elected Potentate of 
Aleppo Temple. Em. Sir Herman C. McStay was elected at the same time to the 
office of High Priest and Prophet and Sir Knight Harvey B. Leggee for the 8th 
time to the office of Recorder. Before being elected, Recorder Harvey served for 23 
years as Assistant Recorder. 


Rt. Em. Sir Robert Gardiner Wilson, Jr., Sir Knight Lawson W. Oaks, Sir 
Knight Harvey B. Leggee and Sir Knight Andrew S. Seiler, a distinguished group 
from Boston Commandery, were chosen to represent “Aleppo’’ at the National 
Shrine Convention in Miami, Florida, in June. This is the 14th time the Judge and 
Harvey have served in this capacity.

Sir Knights of Boston Commandery: 

At our stated conclave on December 19, 1951, it was voted that your Com- 
mandery extend an official invitation to Winthrop Commandery No. 53, to con- 
solidate with Boston Commandery, and that your Recorder write a letter to 
Winthrop Commandery, informing them of action taken at our meeting and outlin- 
ing the benefits that would accrue from such a merger. These instructions were 
carried out, and I am pleased to report that Winthrop Commandery voted in favor 
of this proposal at their meeting on Thursday, January 17, 1952, and it was 
ratified officially at their Stated Conclave, Tuesday, February 5, 1952. 

Notice is hereby given that at our Stated Conclave Wednesday, February 20, 
1952, immediately after opening the following propositions will be in order to be 
acted upon: 

1, Whether Boston Commandery No. 2 and Winthrop Commandery No. 53 
shall be consolidated under Section 169 and Section 170 of the Statutes of the 
Grand Encampment. : 

2. Whether the consolidation shall be under the charter of Boston Com- 
mandery No. 2 or the charter of Winthrop Commandery No. 53. 

3, Whether the present officers of Boston Commandery No. 2 or the present 
officers of the Winthrop Commandery No. 53 shall be retained as officers of the 
consolidated Commandery, or whether new offices shall be elected by a proper dis- 
pensation. 

4, Whether in the event of such consolidation the Eminent Commander, 
Generalissimo, and Captain General of Boston Commandery No. 2 shall be author- 
ized to act in behalf of Boston Commandery with full powers,

The sections 169 and 170 of the Statutes of the Grand Commandery above referred to 
are as follows: 

“Section 169. Two or more Commanderies having concurrent jurisdiction or stationed 
in adjoining jurisdictions may be consolidated into one Commandety, provided that the proposi- 
tion for such consolidation shall be presented at a States Conclave of each Commandery which 
proposition shall be acted upon at a subsequent Stated Conclave. Notice thereof shall be mailed 
to all Members at least ten days prior to sugh Conclave. Such consolidation cannot be effected 
if Nine or more Members of either Commandery vote against the proposition. 

“Two or more Commanderies having thus decided to consolidate may unite under the 
Charter of one of said Commanderies, retaining the Officers thereof, or they may elect new 
Officers by a proper Dispensation. The Charter surrendered must be deposited with the Grand 
Recorder, 

“Section 170. The title to all the property and effects of the consolidating Commanderies 
shall upon consolidation vest in the new Commandery, and the new Commandery shall be 
liable for all indebtedness of the several Commanderies consolidating. 

“All Members of the Commanderies consolidating shall, iammediately upon consolidation, 
become Members of the new Commandery.”

The Illustrious Order of the Red Cross, from a legendary point 
of view, antedates all orders of Masonic Knighthood, for tradition 
informs us that the Order was conferred by King Darius of Persia 
several centuries before the birth of Christ. (This is purely legend 
so far as it concerns the Masonic Order.) 


The Order of the Red Cross was apparently introduced in 
America by Benjamin Hurd, Jr., sometime prior to 1790. He was 
a prominent Mason of the time and also a merchant who made 
frequent trips across the ocean to the British Isles. Whether he 
secured the degree in Scotland, Ireland or England is not known. 


The most complete record of the Red Cross during the Highteenth 
Century in the United States is found in the records of St. Andrews 
Royal Arch Chapter and Boston Commandery of Knights Templar. 
The Order or Degree, as it was then called, was controlled first by 
Benjamin Hurd, Jr. (Hurd’s Order of the Red Cross Knights) and 
later transferred to the control of Boston Commandery of Knights 
Templar. From there it was taken into the Grand Encampment 
of the United States, where it has remained one of the appendant 
Orders controlled by that body since its organization in 1816.

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Synopsis

“THE MIKADO” 


History of Boston University Light Opera Association 


The Light Opera Association of Boston University (formally the Gilbert and Sullivan Associa- 
tion) is the successor of The Masque, an all University organization which presented original musical 
shows from 1922-1925. The financial failure of their last production resulted in the decease of the 
Masque, and no show was presented in 1926, A committee organized in 1927 learned that Professor 
Harry B. Center, Director of the Department of Journalism, was experienced in the production 
of light opera by amateurs. They went to him for advice, and he volunteered to direct a production 
if a standard light opera, preferably by Gilbert and Sullivan, were chosen rather than a “home- 
written” musical comedy. 


Gilbert and Sullivan’s “The Mikado” was the choice, and the production was most brilliantly 
brought to the stage of the new Statler Ballroom — the first stage entertainment to be presented 
there — during Junior Week of 1927. It was a milestone in Boston University dramatic and musical 
achievement. 


In 1930 the Light Opera Association was accepted by University officials as an all-University 
musical organization, and has presented a production annually since that time. The only exceptions 
were the war years 1942-1946 when activity was curtailed. The 1930 production made a distinct 
contribution to the musical history of Boston. For the first time in forty years Gilbert and Sullivan 
lovers in the Hub were privileged to hear the opera which both poet and composer considered their 
masterpiece — “The Yeomen of the Guard.” 


Two departures from the Gilbert and Sullivan series of operas occurred in 1931 when the Associa- 
tion made its first venture into the field of original operetta, with a curtain raiser entitled “The 
Big Big D” or “Not What You Expected,” a college whimsy, libretto by John Rohrbough of C.L.A., 
and music by Margaret Starr McLain, of the faculty of the College of Music. In 1939 the group 
presented Sigmund Romberg’s ‘The Student Prince,” a modern light opera masterpiece. 


Throughout the years the Light Opera Association has worked very closely with the College of 
Music and its founder Dean John Patten Marshall. It is interesting to note that Professor Center 
and Dean Marshall were boyhood friends. They attended Rockport Grade Schools together, they 
attended Gloucester High School together. Both went on to the faculty of Boston University where 
they taught together and both men passed away within a few days of each other in 1941. The College 
of Music, founded by Dean Marshall, also celebrates its 25th Anniversary this year, and has grown 
from a Department of Music into a full degree-granting College with basic courses in applied music, 
theory, public school music, church music, and operatic departments. 


The current director, Mr. Edward Center, son of the group’s founder, worked with his father on 
the original “Mikado” in 1927, and became director in 1938, when his father retired. For the Centers 
the annual productions have become a family proposition. Assisting the current director is his wife, 
the former Helen Stinson, a graduate of the University’s college of music, and a member of the 
first “Mikado” cast. Their daughter, Stella, now a freshman at the school of nursing, is a member of 
the 1952 “Mikado” chorus, continuing the Center-Boston University tradition. 


Tonight’s performance marks the third time the Light Opera Association has presented “The 
Mikado,” as in addition to the original 1927 performance it was revived in 1933. Tonight’s per- 
formance also marks the first time that the organization has undertaken a tour, with eight perform- 
ances scheduled in six days. Represented in tonight’s cast chorus and orchestra are over 60 students 
representing some seven departments of Boston University. The Light Opera Association is most 
grateful to its many friends within and without the University, whose continued support has made 
possible this quarter century of continuous production.

STORY OF THE OPERA 


Before the action of the opera begins Nanki-Poo has fled from the court of his 
father, the Mikado of Japan, to escape marriage with an elderly lady, named Katisha. 
Assuming the disguise of a musician, he has then fallen in love with a fair maiden, 
Yum-Yum; but he has been prevented from marrying her by her guardian, Ko-Ko, 
who wishes to marry her himself. Ko-Ko, however, has been condemned to death 
for flirting; and, when Act I opens, Nanki-Poo is hastening to the court of Ko-Ko 
in Titipu to find out whether Yum-Yum is now free to marry him. 


From Pooh-Bah (a corrupt and proud public official) and Pish-Tush (a noble- 
man), Nanki-Poo learns that Ko-Ko has, instead, become Lord High Executioner, 
thus preventing the sentence of decapitation from being carried out. Ko-Ko is, 
in fact, going to marry Yum-Yum that very afternoon. 


Everything seems to be going well for Ko-Ko, but suddenly a letter comes from 
the Mikado ordering him to execute somebody or else lose his position of Lord High 
Executioner. He is in a quandary to find someone to execute, when Nanki-Poo ap- 
pears, bent upon suicide because he cannot marry Yum-Yum. By conceding to 
him the right to marry Yum-Yum for a month, Ko-Ko persuades Nanki-Poo to be 
the subject for the public execution when that month is up. There is general rejoicing 
in this apparent solution to the problem, marred only by the unexpected appearance 
of Katisha, in quest of the vanished object of her affections, Nanki-Poo. She is driven 
away, but threatens to go to the Mikado about the matter. 


Act II opens with Yum-Yum preparing for her marriage with Nanki-Poo. As 
all are singing a “Merry madrigal,” Ko-Ko comes in with the news that he has just 
discovered a law stating that when a married man is executed his wife must be buried 
alive. To save Yum-Yum from that fate, Nanki-Poo decides to kill himself at once. 
But this again throws Ko-Ko into a quandary to find someone to execute (especially 
as he has heard that the Mikado is at that moment on his way to Titipu). Nanki-Poo 
magnanimously offers himself for immediate decapitation, but Ko-Ko is unable to 
perform the act without some practice. 


Another way out of the difficulty presents itself: Ko-Ko has Pooh-Bah make 
a false affidavit that Nanki-Poo has been executed, and bids Nanki-Poo and Yum-Yum 
leave the country. 


The Mikado soon appears. Ko-Ko thinks that the object of this visit is to see 
whether the execution has taken place. He accordingly produces the affidavit and 
describes with gusto the execution. But the Mikado has actually come at the prompt- 
ing of Katisha in search of his lost son. When the fact transpires that the person 
whom Ko-Ko has supposedly executed is really the Mikado’s son, Ko-Ko and his 
accomplices are declared guilty of “compassing the death of the Heir Apparent.” 
The only hope for them is to admit the falsehood of the affidavit and produce Nanki- 
Poo alive. But, as Nanki-Poo has already married Yum-Yum and so cannot marry 
Katisha, Katisha will surely insist on the execution of Nanki-Poo and Yum-Yum. 
Ko-Ko solves the problem by offering his hand to Katisha; and, after he sings her the 
touching ballad of “Willow, tit-willow,” she accepts him. The end of the opera comes 
with Nanki-Poo’s presenting himself as the son of the Mikado.
